Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comnnents: Applicants' representative argued that the prior art of record does 
not teach the determination of a criterion based on the needs of a travel planning system that makes query requests to 
the cache for obtaining seat availability information therefrom to thereby determine whether an answer in the cache is 
stale. The Examiner informed the representative that the claimed language reads on an ariline source database (e.g. 
American Airline's Sabre system) connected to a cache, which is queried by a travel agency for seat availability as 
discussed in the prior art of record. The representative then suggested to amend the claims to recite that the 
information is populated in the cache to proactively predict the types of data that might be desired by the travel agency. 
In response, the Examiner informed the representative that such an amendment might overcome the rejection of 
record. However, it would be subject to a further review of the prior art of record. 
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
